The ingredients are two-thirds cupful
rolled oats,sone cupful scalded milk,
three tablespoonfuls sugar, one-half tea-
spoonful salt, two tablespoonfuls melted
fut. one and one-half cupfuls flour, one
and one-half tablespoonfulas baking pows-
der, ongé well-beaten egg.

Add scalded milk to rolled oats and
lot stand thirty minutes. Add sugar,

the baking powder. Mix well. Add the
well-benten egy and beat the mixture
thoroughly. Drop by spoonfuls Into well.
oiled mufMn tins and bale from twenty-
five to thirty minutes In n moderately
hot oven.
